5 Policy 
Book such as (i) Methyl iodine pure quality (ii) Potassium 
amyl xanthate (iii) Potassium metabisulphitem analar quality 
(iv) Sodium bisulphate, pure and analar quality (v) Sodium 
iso-proppyl xanthate etc. was issued to M/s. Ajantha Confec- 
tionary, House No. 67 At post office Badnapur, Taluka Jalna, 
Dist. Aurangabad subject to the conditions that the imported 
material will be utilised in the licence holder’s factory. 

2. Thereafter, a show cause notice no. 3/3/80/AU/ECA/ 
BOM/3106 dated 10-11-80 was issued asking them to show 
cause within fifteen days as to why the said licence in their 
favour should not be cancelled in terms of clause 9, sub- 
clause (a) (cc) on the grounds that above licence has been 
obtained by you by mis-representation and fruad and the 
same will not serve the purpose for which the licence inques- 
tion has been granted. 

3. M/s. Ajantha Confectionary, Aurangabad have not 
replied to the aforesaid show cause notice dated 10-11-80 nor 
have they availed of personal hearing granted to them there- 
in. No other communication has so far been received from 
the firm in this regard. A fresh date for personal hearing 
was given to them on 24-8-81 vide this office memo dated 
21-7-81.

INDIAN NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR COOPERATION 
WITH UNESCO 

New Delhi, the 24th November 1981 
RESOLUTION 

No. F.13-5/80-INC. — India has been a member of the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion, a Specialized Agency of the United Nations, since its 
inception in 1946. Article VII of the Constitution of 
UNESCO requires that “each Member State shall make such 
arrangements as suit its particular conditions for purposes of 
associating its principal bodies interested in educational, 
scientific and cultural matters with the work of the Organiza- 
tion, preferably by the formation of a National Commission 
broadly representative of the Government and such bodies” 
and further defines that ‘National Commissions or National 
Co-operating bodies, where they exist, shall act in an advi- 
sory capacity to their respective delegations to the General 
Conference and to their Governments in matters relating to 
the Organisation and shall function as agencies of liaison in 
•41 matters of interest to it”. Accordingly, an interim Indian 
National Commission for Co-operation with UNESCO was set 
up in 1949 bv the Government of India, Ministry of Educa- 
tion, Resolution No. F.84-92/48-A.I. dated the 26th March, 
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1949. A permanent Cotmnission was established In 1951 
through the Government of India, Ministry of Education. 
Resolution No. F. 134-27/50-A.5, dated the 16th October 

1951. 

2. In view of the rapid expansion in the scope and content 
of UNESCO’s programme, it has been the practice to review 
the Continuation of the Indian National Commission from 
time to time. The Commission was reconstituted under Gov- 
ernment Resolution No, F.1 3-1/52-A.5, dated the 31st July, 

1952, No. F.25-15/54-A.5, dated the 3rd December 1954, 
F.21-1/61-UU (INC), dated the 19th July 1961, No. F.39-1/ 
66-JNC, dated the 7th October 1969 and No. F, 13-4/73- 
INC, dated the 2nd September 19/4. A further review has 
now been made in the light of the provisions of the Charter 
of National Commissions for UNESCO which was adopted by 
tiie General Conference at its 20th Session in 1978, and sub- 
sequent developments concerning the role and functions of 
National Commissions. It has now been decided that the 
revised constitution of the Indian National Commission 
should be as indicated below : 

CONSTITUTION OF THE 

INDIAN NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR CO-OPERATION 
WITH UNESCO 

I. Name and Slalus : (a) There shall be an INDIAN 
NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR COOPERATION WITH 
UNESCO, hereinafter called the “Commission”. 

(b) The Commission shall be attached to the Department 
of Education in the Ministry of Education and Culture, which 
shall provide its secretariat apd lunds for its activities. 

IJ. Functions : The functions of the Commission shall 
be : 

(a) to promote understanding of the objects and pur- 
poses of UNESCO among the people of the Repub- 
lic of India; 

(b) to serve as a liaison agency between the Govern- 
ment of India and the institutions concerned with 
the working for the advancement of education, 
science and culture; 

(c) to co-operate with the Government departments and 
With services, organizations and institutions con- 
cerned with questions within UNESCO’s compe- 
tence; 

(d ) to encourage participation of national, governmental 
and non-governmental institutions and various indi- 
viduals in the formulation and execution of 
UNESCO’s programmes so as to secure for 
UNESCO all the Intellectual, scientific, artistic or 
administrative assistance that it may require; 

(e) to collaborate with the National Commissions of 
Asia and the Pacific and with UNESCO's Regional 
Offices and centres in fostering regional, sub-regional 
and bilateral co-operation in education, the sciences 
culture and information, particularly through the 
joint formulation and execution of programmes; 

(f) to disseminate information on the objectives, prog- 
ramme and activities of UNESCO and endeayour to 
arouse public interest in them: and 

(g) to advise the Government of India on matters relat- 
ing to UNESCO. 

HI. Office-bearers : (a) The Minister of Education and 
Social Welfare shall be the President of the Co mmis sion. 
He/She shall preside over the meetings of the Co mmis sion. 
In the absence of the President, the Commission shall elect a 
Chairman from among the members present to preside over 
each meeting, 

(b) The Secretary to the Government of India in the De- 
partment of Education Ministry of Education and Culture, 
shall be the Secretary-General of the Commission and shall 
remain in over-all charge of the work of the Commission. 

(c) An officer of the Ministry of Education and Culture , 
to be nominated by the Minister of Education and Social 
Welfare shall be the Secretary of the Co mm ission. The 
Secretary shall prepare the agenda for its meetings^ are attend 
to the day-to-day work connected with the affairs of the 
Commission. 


IV. Membership ; (a) The membership of the Commission 
shall consist of the members of five Sub-Co mmis sions, namely, 
Sub-Commission for (i) Education (li) Natural Sciences; 
(iii) Social Sceinces (iv) Culture and (v) Communication. 
The membership of the Commission shall be of two cate- 
gories : (1) Individual; and (2) Institutional. 

(b) individual members shall be nominated by the Presi- 
dent in their personal capacity from among eminent educa- 
tionists/eminent scientists/persons distinguished in the fields 
of Social Sciences, Humanities and Culture /persons distin- 
guished in the field of Communication. Members shall hold 
office for a term of four years. It shall, however, be open 
to the Government of India to dissolve and reconstitute the 
Commission earlier than four years or to extend the term of 
individual members until the reconstitution of the Commis- 
sion on the expiry of the four year term. 

(c) Vacancies of individual members arising due to the 
death, continued illness, resignation or otherwise shall be 
filled for the unexpired portion of the term only. 

(d) Institutional members shall comprise the concerned 
Government Departments, important statutory and autono- 
mous bodies, national professional organisations and national 
non-governmental organisations concerned with or working 
for education, natural sciences, social sciences, humanities 
and culture, and communication, which are admitted to the 
membership of the Commission. They shall held office for 
a term of four years, unless the Commission is dissolved or 
reconstituted by the Government earlier than the completion 
of the lour year term or their term is extended pending re- 
constitution of the Commission. 

(e) Each institutional member shall hnve the right to send 
a representative to the meetings of the Commission or the 
Sub-Commission as the case may be. Such representative 
shall participate in discussions and shall also have the right 
to vote. 

(f) The President may direct the co-option of additional 
members to the Commission for any specialised purpose or 
to invite specialists for any meeting or the Commission or 
its Committee. 

(g) Each Sub-Commission shall elect its own Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Rapporteur who shall hold office for a 
period of one year. 

V. Steering Committee : (a) For the management of the 
affairs of the Commission, and in order to keep a watch over 
the progress of the projects and programmes of the Com- 
mission, there shall be a Steering Committee which shall 
meet as often as necessary and shall consist of the following 
members ; 

( 1 ) President of the Commission who shall be the 
Chairman of the Committee. 

( 2 ) Secretary-General of the Commission who shall be 
the Vice-Chairman of the Committee. 

(3) Indian Member of the Executive Board of UNESCO, 
if any. 

(4) One representative of ihe Department of Science 
and Technology. 

(5) One representative of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 

(6) One representative of the Department of Culture. 

(7 ) One representative of the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting. 

(8) One representative of Ihc Ministry of External 
Affairs. 

(9) Educational Adviser, Department of Education, 

Ministry of Education and Culture. 

(10) to (13) Chairman of each, of the four Sub-Com- 
missions. 

(14) Secretary of the Commission, who shall be ex- 
officio Secretary of the Committee. 

( b ) The Chairman may co-opt such additional members 
to the Steering Committee for any specialised purpose as 
may be considered necessary by him at any" time. 
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(e) The Chairman, or in his absence the Vice-Chairman 
shall preside over the meetings of the Committee. In the. 
absence of both the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman, the 
Committee shall elect its own Chairman for each meeting. 

VI. Committee ?; : The President may also appoint com 
mittee of the Commission for such special purposes as he 
may consider necessary. The Composition, terms of refer- 
ence, terms of office and other details about such commit 
tees shall be prescribed by the President separately in each 
case.

VIII. Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance : 

The expenditure on the travelling allowance and daily al- 
lowance of individual members of the Commission who 
are not working with any Government Ministry /Department/ 
Ouasi-Govemment Organisation /Autonomous Organisation 
sponsored or established by any Ministry /Department of the 
Government of India will be met out of the funds of the 
Tndian National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO. 
For all other individual and institutional members, the ex- 
penditure on their T.A. and D.A. will be met by the Minis- 
try /Department/Organisation to which they are attached.
